While the voting power of Negroes 
in the South has not attained the 
all but dictatorial race pressure 
developed in certain Northern 
cities, Southern office-holders by 
no means ignore the colored vote. 

The Southern congressmen, we 
submit, are representing the best 
interest of ALL the Southern peo- 
ple, both white and colored. They 
say they will exert all “legal 
means’’ to prevent integrating the 
races by force. Such a stand will 
protect the lives and welfare of 
Negroes as well as whites. The

City’s School Board 
Has Change Of Plans 


Chattanooga’s school board has 
said there will be no integration 
of white and Negro pupils in city 
schools for ‘‘probably five years or 
more.”’ 

The statement, adopted unani- 
mously at a special meeting, came 
as a surprise, since the board had 
scheduled the session to consider 
election of textbooks for the next 
school year. 

It marked the board’s first 
statement on the school integra- 
tion question since anrouncing 
last July 22 that city schools 
would be integrated. The board 
said then that integration would 
not begin immediately but that it 
would make a “prompt and rea- 
sonable start’’ toward complying 
with the Supreme Court decision 
banning racial segregation in pub- 
dic schools. 

“We have proceeded in good 
faith, in line with our announced 
policy, to seek a solution to our 
problem,” the statement said. ‘As 
a result of all that has happened 
in our community and elsewhere, 
we are firmly convinced that any 
measure of integration within the 
foreseeable future would do the 
community irreparable damage. 

“Events in the last year have 
convinced the Chattanooga Board 
of Education that the community 
will not accept any form of inte-

Wave Of Stealing 
In Schools Poses 
Capital Headache 


Four Hundred Pieces 
Of Silverware Gone 
After Negroes Come 


Officials of an “integrated” 
junior high school in Washington, 
D. C., are greatly disturbed over 
the disappearance of more than 
four hundred pieces of school cafe- 
teria silverware since last Septem- 
ber when the ‘noble experiment” 
in education was put into full ef- 
fect, according to a Washington 
daily newspaper. 

Worried teachers were faced 
with the proposition of either 
making students walk out on their 
hands as they left in the afternoon 
or removing temptation by lock- 
ing up the silver and letting the 
pupils eat with their fingers. 


They finally compromised by 
requiring each student to put up a 
cash deposit for his knife, fork 
and spoon each noon which is 
returned when the silverware is 
brought back to the cashier, It 
was revealed that the plan may 
have to be put into effect in other 
Washington schools.

NEW ORLEANS — Emile A. 
Wagener, Jr., a successful attorney 
in his middle 40’s, is for two rea- 
sons the authentic representative 
of millions of white people in the 
South. 

First, he is unyielding and un- 
apologetic in his views about the 
necessity for segregation of Ne- 
groes. 

Second, he displays, with an 
alert lawyer’s acumen, the hostile 
defense mechanism of people who 
resent the implication that their 
social views are resting on hate- 
fulness toward a large segment of 
their fellow men. 

“I wish that people would rec- 
ognize that there is an honest and 
conscientious basis’ for the view of 
the segregationists,"’ Wagner says. 

Wagner is a member of the New 
Orleans School Board and as such 
is a leader in the legal defense of 
segregation in the public schools. 

Wagener is also a leading Catho-

Who Has God’s Word On 


Is the God of the Christians a 
two-faced God on the question of 
public school integration? 

Many ministers of the Gospel 
and laymen are telling us that in- 
tegration is the word of God and 
consonant, with the Christian 
preachment of the brotherhood of 
man. 

Many others, equally devout 
and, one is to assume, equally 
prayerful in their search for Di- 
vine guidance, have received no 
word from the Throne of Grace 
that public school integration is 
God's wish. 

If God has spoken on this sub- 
ject to some of His people, why 
hasn’t He given the same dictum 
to others who have asked for 
guidance? 

There is one scriptural quota- 
tion after another which can be 
and has been cited as to the 
brotherhood of man and the 


equality of all men in God’s sight. 
It does not follow that God in- 
tended the different races of men 
to inter-marry. It is the prospect 
of this result of schooling children 
of the white and Negro races from 
the primary grades up which ac- 
counts for the strong opposition 
of thousands of devout Christians 
to public school integration. 

Clerics of various denomina- 
tions speak with finality as to 
God's wishes for school integra- 
tion. They are supported by a 
goodly number of their laymen, 
but others of both cloth and laity 
do not so interpret the Bible and 
have not received such an answer 
to their prayers. If God intended 
the races to be one, the latter ask, 
why did He create them different? 
Animals other than man do not 
interbreed. Is it logical to assume 
that different species of men were 
intended to do so? 








Integration? 


When religious leaders favor- 
ing integration voice their views, 
they claim to know God’s wishes, 
but they do not say why others 
of the Christian faith have not re- 
ceived the word.’ Do they doubt 
that other leaders of sincerity, in- 
tegrity and Christian faith, who 
have never evidenced racial 
hatred, fanaticism or narrow- 
mindedness in other matters, have 
sought Divine guidance on a ques- 
tion which is troubling men’s 
souls as no social issue has done 
in this era? 

Do they claim to be closer to 
the Throne of Grace than other 
strong Christians who must have 
gone down on their knees many 
times, in the same houses of God 
as those who claim He commands 
integration of the public schools, 
to ask for help that they may see 
and do the right?—(Staunton, 
Va., News Leader)

Some weeks ago the magazine) 
U. S. News and World Report 
carried an article on the effect of 
integration on the Washington, D. 
C., public school picture. It was 
not favorable to integration and, 
needless to say, the article did not 
please mixiecrats. 

A recent development in Wash- 
ington backs up the magazine’s 
report. Congressman John Bell 
Williams was refused answers to 
questions on school operations put 
to the District of Columbia school 
board. 

Representative Williams, a 
member of the House District of 
Columbia Committee which 
handles legislation bearing on the 
district government, wanted to 
know the answers to questions 
such as this: 

How many Negro pupils have 
failed since district schools were 
desegregated in 1954; what are 
the results of achievement tests by 
race; how many police calls have 
been made to schools and what 
were the races of students involv- 
ed; how many parents have asked 
that their children be transferred 
to a school where pupils are pre- 
dominantly of their own race, et 
cetra. 

The school board, which in- 
cludes three Negroes, denied Wil- 
liams’ request by a three - three 
vote; the chairman refused to 
break the tie. 

While Congressman Williams 
no doubt is seeking information 
to substantiate assertions that in- 
tegrated schools won’t work .as

Challenge To The South 


Never, since the tragic days of the Civil War has such an oppor- 
tunity been presented to the South to step forward and again pro- 
vide leadership for this nation. In the early days of this Republic, 
a large number of the leaders came from the South, such time-hon- 
ored American patriots as George Washington, Thomas Jefferson 
and Patrick Henry were Southerners.

Disgrace To The Nation 


“District of Columbia Women Demand Protection After Night- 
fall,” says a four-column headline in a recent issue of the Washing- 
ton Star. 

Then follows a story by a staff writer saying that there have 
been more than 300 cases of purse snatching recently reported to 
police, and that in more than 50 cases where women were knocked 
down and brutally beaten, often within a block or so of their own 
homes. 

A night never passes in Washington without at least one case of 
rape being reported. There are known instances when this crime 
was not reported because of failure of police to make arrests in 
similar cases. The people are losing faith in law enforcement. 

A majority of the purse snatchers are Negro juveniles, usually 
working in pairs. Police statistics show that last year 1,144 cases 
of robbery and attempted robbery were reported. 

And that’s in Wishington, capital city of the nation, where the 
Negro population now exceéds the white population, and where white 
men are now afraid to venture out alone after nightfall, ho matter 
how brightly the streets are lighted.— (Jackson Daily News.)

One of the propaganda tricks of the Northern press is to quote 
Southern sources that seem friendly to mixing the races and to ig- 


nore many of those in opposition. Thus they give an impression 
to their readers that only demagogues and evil people who hate Ne. 
groes are holding back integration of public schools and other in- 
stitutions. 

An instance of the sort that comes to our attention is a quota. 
tion in The Editor’s Notebook, which is written by John S. Knight for 
his own chain of newspapers and circulated to editors throughout 
the country. .... 

After the War Between the States a swarm of Northerners 
came in to pick the bones of the Confederacy. Many of them car- 
ried hand luggage known as carpetbags. 


Those carpetbags became a symbol among Southerns. Carpet- 
bagger was a term of reproach. The only worse term was Scala- 
wag—meaning a Southerner who turned against his people. Scala- 
wags collaborated with the conquerors in putting Negroes into pow- 
er. For ten years these three groups ravaged the prostrate states. 

Of late years, the South has welcomed Northern settlers. 
of them came to live in a milder climate. Others invested capital. 
They did not try to upset traditions. Most of them understood the 
need for a separate pattern of race relations. 

Northern ownership of newspapers holds more dangers than 
Northern investment in factories. Newspapers, we believe, should 
speak with at least a trace of Southern accent. 


In recent years, Northerners have bought newspapers in several 
Southern cities, including the largest and most prosperous. One or 
more of the newspapers in Miami, Atlanta, New Orleans, Charlotte 
and Birmingham—to name only five that readily come to mind—are 
now owned by Northern money. The News and Courier hopes 
these Northern settlers will protect the ways of the South.

Is It Actually Cheaper? 


A segregated school system, some of its opponents say, is more 
costly to operate than an integrated system. 

Possibly. But it is interesting to read a news account in a 
Washington newspaper reporting that the District of Columbia's 
school superintendent sees the need for more classes and teachers 
than he originally had anticipated. The story quotes him as giving 
this reason: 

‘Integration and the results of city-wide achievement tests pre- 
sent new problems, the solution of which requires more special!

WILL APPEAL TO 
VATICAN 

Wagner says that he is planning 
not only to mobilize Catholic opin- 
ion in New Orleans against paro- 
chial school integration, but also 
that he will appeal to Rome over 
Archbishop Rummel’s head to stop 
Catholic integration. 


“An appeal to the Apostolic 
Delegate in Washington (the 
Pope's representative in the

“And there are plans to orga- 
nize an association of Catholic lay- 
men to point up what we think are 
the fallacies of the Archbishop’s 
position on segregation as a moral 
issue.”’ 

In letters to the members of the 
Catholic hierachy, including Arch- 
bishop Rummel, Wagner challeng- 
es the assertion of his own Arch- 
bishop that segregation is ‘‘mor- 
ally wrong and sinful.” 

“IT have become increasingly 
chagrined by statements to the 
effect that anyone who cannot in- 
tellectually accept the principle 
that segregation per se (in itself) 
is morally wrong is un-Catholic,” 
Wagner said in one letter to Rev. 
Edmund B. Bunn, S. J., president 
of Georgetown University’ in 
Washington. 


DIFFERENT SOCIAL 
FAMILY BACKGROUND 

In discussing the segregation 
problem, Wagner offers statistics 
to indicate a widespread differ- 
ential in the intelligence quotient 
of white and Negro children in the 
public school system of New Or- 
leans, of which he is an elected 
board member. 

The attorney also relates the 
statistics on live births in Louis- 
jana over the last five years, 
revealing a high incidence of il- 
legitimacy among Negroes. 

Wagner carefully refrains from 
drawing any moral conclusions, 
but adds: 


“There is a difference in social, 
family and health backgrounds be- 
tween whijes and Negroes, and it 
would simply be unfair and unjust 
to parents and pupils to integrate 
the schools.” — (The Boston 
Globe).

olutionary take over. 

Many subjects around which it 
was believed the American Negro 
could be aroused for the Revolu- 
tion, were discussed. One, which 
Jones reported would tend to be 
a sure-fire rallying slogan, was 
“Social Equality.” Since class 
hatred is a Communist weapon to 
create class collision, it was 
acknowledged by the Moscow del- 
egation that it would prove an ad- 
vantage to Communism to stress 
the ‘‘Social Equality” issue, and to 
hide the slogan of a “Soviet Negro 
Republic” until after preliminary 
incitation, gradually easing into 
the picture the issue of the Black 
Soviet Republic. 


Myriads of front organizations 
were to follow the launching of 
the now carefully designed cam- 
paign, such as the Scottsboro and 
Herdon campaigns aimed at dis- 
crediting American courts and the 
jury system; followed by Share 
Cropper campaigns, and other 
racial agitational issues. There 
came into beng the Scottsboro and 
Herdon Committees, the Southern 
Conference for Human Welfare, 
the National Negro Congress, the 
Southern Negro Youth Congress 
and many other such movements 
to carry on the agitation in, as 
well as outside the strictly South- 
ern areas. 


Finally during the second world 
war the idea of the FEPC was 
hatched, this in a secret meeting 
in Washington, D. C., scheduled 
to sweep into Baltimore, Buffalo, 
Detroit, and thence throughout 
the breadth of the land, reaching 
as far as New Mexico, California, 
etc. The New Deal extremists and 
fronters figured into the back- 
ground of some of these efforts, in 
fact in one instance a very high 
up. Programs at invading the golf 
links, and swimming pools were 
included. Agitation for equal em- 
ployment on busses and street 
cars, in war plants, and the like 
were linked to the well planned 
program. 

The tendency of NAACP at 
present ,is to show distaste for

Washington, D. C. 

To this conference many left of 
the center groups are to share the 
limelight in the NAACP sponsored 
Civil Rights Parley which will at- 
tempt to strong-arm Congress, 
this an election year, into enact- 
ment of leftist conceived package 
bill on some 21 “civil rights” 
issues. 

The present day militancy of

lowa Barbers Stir 
Race Controversy 


Refuse Service To 
Colored Customers 


The State University of Iowa is 
presently having a _ segregation 
problem of its own in Iowa City. 
It has nothing to do with campus 
activities, public accommodations 
in cafes, theatres or hotels, but 
is concerned strictly with the cut- 
ting and trimming of Negro stu- 
dents’ hirsute adornment. 

In other words some Iowa City 
barber shops are refusing to cut 
the hair of colored people. The 
situation, of late, has become so 
acute, that the plight of the 
school’s several hundred Negro 
students has been aired in the 
public press. .. . 


Interviewed by a reporter, Merle 
Fowler, secretary of the Iowa City 
Barbers’ Union, said: “It’s up to 
the individual barber whether or 
not he will cut a Negro’s hair.” 


The newly formed Community 
Council on Race Relations, press- 
ed the investigation in local shops, 
and one barber’s comment was 
that he thought the committee was 
“just trying to stir up trouble.” 

Stated another barber: “It’s aw- 
fully hard to cut a Negro’s hair. I 
tried. once and didn’t do such a 
good job.’’ Said another: “We 
will cut their hair when the public 
accepts it. We have customers 
come in now and ask if we cut Ne- 
groes’ hair. They wouldn’t come 
here if we did.”’ A third tonsorial 
artist commented: “If they’d just 
hold their horses, maybe in a little 
while something could be done.’ 
—Chicago (Negro) Defender. 








Integration Will Come - - 
If The South Allows It 


It’s generally conceded that de- 
segregation will not take placé 
unless a sufficient number of peo- 
ple want it or are willing to ac- 
cede to the demands of the Su- 
preme Court and the NAACP. 
There’s no reason why,-as in the 
case of prohibition, that segrega- 
tion cannot be maintained; no law 
or decree can be enforced without 
support. 


What Constitutionalists need to 
worry about, therefore, is relaxa- 
tion of opposition to integration— 
the slow, cancerous growth of 
weakness. The disease is already 
present among those who now fa- 
vor integration and the so-called 
“moderates’”’ to whom President 
Eisenhower, Adlai Stevenson and 
a few other leaders appeal. 


These people must be made to 
understand that gradual integra- 
tion is not our goal, that it makes 
no difference whether the Su- 
preme Court ordered de-segrega- 
tion now, at a later date or at any 
other time. We will not have 
creeping integration; we will not 
have integration at all. 

This must be the attitude of the 
large majority of people, No com- 
promise, worked out by bi-racial 
or other groups, can be accepted 
without destroying the legal con- 
cept that the states have the sole 
right, in the absence of a Con- 
stitutional -amendment to the con- 
trary, to regulate public education. 


To those who see in this an un- 
justifiable defiance of authority, 
we ask: where would this country 
have been if the colonists had not 





defied the British Crown? Since 
when, in the U. S., do citizens not 
have the right to assert the ‘‘con- 
sent of the governed’”’ principle, 
the right to say that, in funda- 
mental matters they simply will 
not comply with a decision which 
is contrary to everything they have 
believed or held dear? 


What is so sacrosanct about the 
Supreme Court’s decision of May 
17, 1954? Did this court adopt 
the same attitude toward previous 
decisions during a hundred years 
of American jurisprudence? 

Defiance is justifiable, but it 
alone can never save the Republic 
from the dreaded corrosion of 
American principles of govern- 
ment. We must go beyond that; 
we must seek to translate that de- 
fiance into a positive assertion of 
the supremacy of states’ rights in 
the field of education. 

President Eisenhower speaks of 
moderate progress. But the kind 
he advocates is slow retrogression 
for any abridgement of Constitu- 
tional rights, in spirit or in letter, 
is a step back into the past. Our 
freedom began and ends with the 
fundamental law of the land.

The Negro leaders of the 
NAACP, many of whom are frus- 
trated colored persons, are 
ashamed of their Negro blood.

Big Tax Problem 
After Race Shift 


Whites Are Migrating 
From National Capital 


Forced integration of schools in 
the District of Columbia has 
caused a critical tax problem, re- 
ports the Committee for Constitu- 
tional Government. The commit- 
tee is an organization incorporated 
in New York. 

The committee has said that it 
is estimated 60 to 65 per cent of 
the national capital is negro, ‘“‘It 
will be seen that this has meant a 
tremendous tax problem,”’ said the 
report. “While it is true that 
many Negroes have acquired pro- 
perty over the years . there 
never has been anywhere near an 
approach to the white tax-paying 
responsibility which obtained be- 
fore the shift.” 

The report indicated that the 
present trend of whites moving out 
of the integrated District of Co- 
lumbia is placing an increasingly

owners remaining in the area. 
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report in the current Look. Pri- 
vate Foster, U. S. A., is Pvt. Joe 
Foster, from Albany, Ga. Of Fos- 
ter, Look wonders: 

Can a man endure a life half 
free, half segregated? Joe Foster 
has been able to. Twenty-two of 
his 25 years were spent in Albany, 
Ga., where a white man is a “gen- 
tleman,” and a colored man is of- 
ten just a “nigger.”’ But in Sep- 
tember, 1952, Joe entered another 
world. 

That was the Army. Joe found 
things different, and Look shows 
how in pictures. But apparently 
the magazine didn’t know how dif- 
ferent it was for Private Foster, 
U. S. A. Look quotes Joe as say- 
ing, ‘‘A man just isn’t a man in Al- 
bany.”’ But is Joe bitter? No. 
“‘There’s trouble here, but it’s my 
home town and I’m proud of it,” 
he says. 

The “trouble” Joe spoke of, 
Hutsell discovered, was not so 





much social as criminal. Capt. 
Gordon Stokes, chief of Albany de- 
tectives, revealed that Joe is bet- 
ter known in his home town as 
“the Phantom Burglar.” Capt. 
Stokes helped trap Joe in 1950 
outside the Medical Building into 
which he had broken half a dozen 
times. The Albany Police Depart- 
ment still has Private Foster, U. 
S. A.’s signed statement admitting 
the break-ins. Charged with sev- 
en counts of burglary, he was sen- 
tenced (because he was a juvenile 
at the time) to the Boys Training 
School. at Milledgeville. On re- 
lease, he joined the Army. 


The conclusion is of course 
valid: “A man just isn’t a man 
in Albany.”’ Sometimes he’s a com- 
mon thief.” 

In the future, we trust the na- 
tion’s crusading picture magazines 
will examine their heroes more 
thoroughly before going to press.

Gathings listed 73 officials 
of the organization who have been 
associated with Communist-front 
organizations by the House Com- 
mittee on Un-American Activities. 

The committee named the offi- 
cials as having been members of 
a Communist-front organizations, 
sponsors of public meetings of such 
organizations, supporters of and 
contributors to ‘“‘party line’’ ob- 
jectives of subversive groups. 

Roy Wilkins, NAACP executive 
director, was reported to have 
publications, or spokesmen for or 
spokesman before at least five 
organizations officially cited as 
Communist fronts. 

From the files of the house com- 
mittee, Wilkins was cited as hav- 
ing admitted he voted for Benja- 
a Communist party 
candidate in the 1949 New York 
City election. Davis was one of 
eleven Communist leaders convict- 
ed in New York for subversive ac- 
tivity.

Gathings said Dr. DuBois en- 
dorsed Communist Davis in the 
New York election and was one of 
80 to sign a formal demand for 
the seating of a Communist on the 
New York City Council.

Dr. DuBois also was associated 
with the National Council of Am- 
erican-Soviet Friendship, having 
signed a statement by the council 
to the U. S. government appealing 
for a conference with the Soviet 
Union. He supported the Com- 
munist- sponsored fight to block 
execution of the Rosenberg spies.

Government by minority pres- 
sure groups is indicated in the 
action of 14 pro-integration or- 
ganizations which have teamed up 
to temporarily kill badly-needed 
election reforms. 

These racist-minded manipula- 
tors exercised stiff pressure when 
the U. S. Senate recently consider- 
ed proposals for revising the elec- 
toral college system of electing 
presidents. The NAACP was espe- 
cially active against such desir- 
able reforms. 


The proposals, supported by 
virtually all Southern members of 
the Senate, would have eliminated 
the present situation whereby 
Negro and radical votes in a few 
big cities virtually control our 
presidential elections. 

NAACP zealots and other mili- 
tant racists objected to electoral 
college changes on grounds that 
such reforms “would place great- 
er electoral strength in one-party, 


low-vote states’’ — meaning the 
South, of course.

A basic statement of be- 
liefs and purposes has been pre- 
pared, a temporary Executive 
Committee of the Oklahoma As- 
sociation of Citizens’ Councils has 
been established. Work is proceed- 
ing, with good effect, in the or- 
ganization of Council Units in 
many Oklahoma areas. 

Because Oklahoma is a border- 
line state as regards the race prob- 
lem, the opinions of politicians 
and citizens are not so unanimous 
as they are in the states farther 
South. For this reason, work is 
proceeding quietly and names of 
citizens who might suffer repris- 
als are not being publicized.
